LEGISLATIVE SUMMARY.—In_ the 
Senate yesterday Mr. Peebles intro- 
duced a bill to provide one additional 
regular term of the Superior Courts 
for Northampton and Halifax coun- 
ties for each and every year. The 
term for Northampton is to begin on 
the third Monday in January, and 
that of Halifax, on the second Mon- 
day in June. Each term shall hold 
two weeks, except the business is 
sooner disposed of. These additional 
terins have the same jurisdiction as 
those already established, except that 
no civil actions shall be cominenced 
returnable thereto, norshall any exe- 
cution or other final process in civil 
actions issue theretrom. On motion 
of Mr. Peebles, the bill was referred 
to the Judiciary Committee. 

The resolution of Mr. French to 
assure the people that the Legislature 
intended to amend the Constitution 
at the earliest practicable moment, 
introduced on Friday, was adopted by 
a party vote, Mr. Walker being the 
only Republican voting for the meas- 
ure. This places the Republican 
members of the Senate against 
amendments to the Constitution by 
any mode. 

The Sevate will commence night 
sessions 0:: Monday night, to be held 
on Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
nights. 

In the House much of the session 
was consumed in the discussion of 
the Louisiana resolutions. Mr. Pin- 
nix, of Davidson, made a very able, 
elaborate and exhaustive speech in 
favor of the resolutions, in which lhe 
dealt some very severe blows on the 
Republican party. Mr. Oaksmith 
also spoke from a Democratic stand- 
point in favor of the resolutions, but 
objected to a part of the phraseology. 
Messrs. Norment and Glenn repre- 
sented the opposition in lengthy but 
useless speeches. At the expiration 
of about two hours Mr. Mebane 
thought the time was being need- 
lessly consumed, and moved that the 
motion of Mr. No: nent to reconsider 
be laid on the table. The remarks of 
Mr. Mebane being to the point and 
expressive of the sentiment of the 
House on this important question, 
we append thein in full: 

Addressing the Speaker,he said that 
as a member of the committee which 
reported the resolutions, he desired 
to say that they were so drawn as, it 
was hoped, to meet the unanimous 
approval of both parties, and it was 
their desire that no discussion would 
arise thinking,as they did, thata dig- 
nified protest against the act, spread 
upon the journals, would be much 
more becoming in this Assembly 
than abatch of spread-eagle speeches. 
He did not doubt that if some mem- 
bers of the opposition had analyzed 
the resolutions more carefully they 
would have voted differently. He 
therefore moved to lay the motion to 
reconsider on the table, believing, as 
he did, that such motion would have 
the approbation of some of the best 
members of the House, and that we 
would be able to proceed with busi- 
ness more important than the con- 
tinuancy of a useless and wordy dis- 
cussion, and especially after the 
eulogy on the President pronounced 
by the gentleman from Carteret.

Mr. Oaksmith at some length op- 
posed the motion to reconsider, but 
stated his reasons for desiring to ex- 
plain his vote yesterday. While he 
endorsed the resolution in the main, 
yet he objected to a portion of the 
He was, however, in 
favor of the resolutions. 

Mr. Mebane thought the discussion 
had been sufficient for all purposes 
and as a member of the Committee 
that framed the resolutions, he would 
move to table the resolution to recon- 
sider. This motion prevailed. 

Mr. Means, who voted in . the neg- 
ative, explained he had hoped there 
would be not even the slightest evi- 
dence of politics in this matter, that 
he did not believe there was in the 
resolutions ; they were a proper de- 
nunciation of an infringement of a 
great Constitutional right, but as the 
discussion had been entered into 
fully by Democrats he did not think 
it right thus to cut off the minority.

This is emphatically the cra of 
change as well as of progress. But 
change is not always progress, and 
it sometimes happens that change is 
actual retrogression. 

There has rarely been a Legisla- 
ture in this State whicli has not 
been besieged by propositions for 
new counties or for changes of coun- 
ty lines. There is sometimes merit 
in such propositions; but occasion- 
ally they are made cither in the in- 
terest of individuals or from me- 
tives of whim, caprice, or partisan 
influence. 

We think it is about time for the 
Legislature to put a stop to the for- 
mation of new counties. There 
seems to be an unaccountable mania 
in some sections on the subject. 

There are now nineiy-ihree coun- 
ties in North Carolina, and the in- 
crease in the number of counties 
keep rapidly and disproportionately 
in advance of the increase of popu- 
lation. 

The constitution provides that 
the House of Representatives shall 
be composed of one hundred and 
twenty Representatives, chosen bi- 
ennially by ballot, to be elected by 
the counties respectively, according 
to their population. Each county 
shall have at least one Represcnta- 
tive, although it may not contain 
the requisite ratio of representation. 
The General Assembly is directed to 
make the apportionment; and in 
making the apportionment for the 
House, the ratio of representation is 
ascertained by dividing the amount of 
population of the State, “ exclusive 
of that comprehended within these 
counties, which do not severally 
contain the one hundred and twen- 
tieth part of the population of the 
State, by the number of Represcn- 
tatives, less the number assigned to 
each county. To each county con- 
taining the said ratio, and not twice 
the said ratio, there shall be assign- 
ed one Representative; to cach 
county containing twice, but not 
three times the said ratio, there 
shall be assigned two Representa- 
tives, and so on progressingly.” 

Taking the census of 1870 asa 
basis of calculation, we had in that 
year a voting population, including 
whites and blacks, of two hundred 
and fourteen thousand one hun- 
dred and _ forty-two. Dividing 
this number by the number of Rep- 
resentatives in the House, one hun- 
dred and twenty, we find that the 
average number of voters to each 
Representative is seventeen hundred 

and eighty-four. Now, if we exam- 
ine the number of voters in some of 
the new counties, we find that a 
large majority of them do not con- 
tain anything like the voting pupu- 
lation required on the average for a 
Representative in the House. For 
instance, Pamlico and Dare in the 
East,do not together contain enough 
voters for one Representative; the 
former having eight hundred and 
four, and the latter six hundred and 
forty-seven voters, making a total 
for the two counties of fourteen 
hundred and fifty-one votes, or 
three hundred and thirty-three less 
than required by the average for 
each county. Again, if we take the 
new counties of Swain and Clay in 
the West, the disproportion will be 
still more apparent. Swain cast 
only three hundred and sixty-one 
votes in the election for Governor 
in 1872—its voting population is 
not put down in the census; while 
Clay could boast in 1870 of only four 
hundred and ninety-nine voters in 
all. Sothat Clay and Swain com- 
bined do not contain one-half of the 
average voting population required 
fora Representative. But still these 
counties are each entitled under the 
Constitution to one Representative, 
regardless of the fact that they con- 
tain less than the ratio of repre- 
sentation. The loss of representa- 
tion must fall on some of the more 
populous counties that send two, or 
three or four members to the House. 

In a number of the new counties 
already formed, we understand that 
no court houses or jails have been 
erected, and the people are opposed 
to being taxed for the purpose of 


houses, and great inconvenience and 
embarrassment are occasioned by the 
want of snitable public buildings. 
There ave various expenses incident 
to the formation of new counties 
which are not taken into considera- 
tion by some persons who so clamor- 
ously advocate them, and after they 
have carried the measure through, 
neglect to ake any provision for 
the maintenanee of the rights and 
privileges of the countics so formed. 

We trust the Legislainre will con- 
sider carefully before it enacts any 
more bills for the formation of new 
counties in any section of the State. 
Surely ninety-three counties are 
enough for our present population. 
It will be more becoming in us, by 
a course of wise legislation, to fill 
up with immigrants the counties we 
already have than to add new ones, 
and thus entail additional expense 
without any corresponding benefit. 


Wasuincton advices indicate 
that Congress will dodge the Lou- 
isiana question entirely—the Re- 
publicans have not the nerve to 
meet the issue, even at the com- 
mands of their master in the White 


House. Says the dispatch : 


“The Republicans of the House are 
ecaucussing over the Louisiana ques- 
tion to-night, and the leaders will 
move an early adjournment without 
action.”’ 


And so poor Louisiana is to be 
left at the merev of Grant, Belknap 
and the “banditti” Sheridan. The 
Republican party has become 
frightened at the audacity of Grant 
& Co., and will not openly endorse 
their actions; but it is none the 
less cowardly to leave these despotic 
tools of an unprincipied party to 
execute their hellish intents, and 
the Republican party is none the 
less responsible therefor. 


Ir would seem that Pinchback 
has again come to grief, for the 
time being at least. His new cre- 
dentials, from the present bogus 
Legislature of Louisiana, if was 
thought would immediately seat 
him in the present mood of the Rad- 
ical members of the U. S. Senate. 
But a Washington dispatch states 
that his credentials were referred to 
the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections, “where they will sleep.” 
Can it be that the Republican Sen- 
ators are not prepared to endorse 
the Kellogg government, in obedi- 
ence to the demands of Dictator 
Grant ? 


is proposition before 
Congress to reduce the expenses of 
the Navy Department by abolish- 
ing several useless navy yards. This 
naturally raises a howl from the 
towns which are likely to lose the 
manufacture of Administration vo- 
ters. New London and Pensacola 
are erying aloud in their anguish at 
this proposition, and demand to be 
heard. 


Tur Beecher-Tilton-Moulton trial 
is dragging its weary length along, 
and serves to gratify the morbid eu- 
riosity of the thousands who read 
the reports thereof published iu the 
New York dailies. We suppose the 
decent mind of the country is thor- 
oughly cisgusted with the details 
of this affair, and we make no ex- 
tracis from the trial. 


Tue defeat of Chandler for U. S. 
Senator in the Michigan Legisla- 
ture is rather a surprise to the 
country. He was beaten by one 
vote by Christiancy, who is at pres- 
ent a member of the Supreme Court 
of that State. 


Kirk’s Lambs—Redrviv1. 


We made some editorial allusion 
on yesterday, says the Petersburg 
(Va.) Jndex, to the meeting of Meth- 
odist ministers (of the Northern 
Church, of course) held at Boston, 
Monday, by which resolutions were 
adopted endorsing Grant and Sheri- 
dan in Louisiana. Since those com- 
ments were made we have received 
from some unknown friend a marked 
copy of the Boston Herald, which 
contains a full report of the pious ex- 
ercises of that occasion. As matter 
of singular, though melancholy and 
morbid interest, we copy the follow- 
ing extract from the Herald. We 
refrain from all remarks on the occa- 
sion; there is no language at our 
commard that rises to the dignity of 
the theme, or that could do it justice: 
[From the Boston Herald, Jan. 19. 


At the regular weekly meeting of 
the Methodist preachers of Boston 
and vicinity, held at Wesleyan Hall 
this forenoon, the recent difficulties 
in Louisiana were discussed at con- 
siderable length. Bishop Bowman 
gave an account of what he knew 
about the treatment of colored peo- 
ple in Louisiana, narrating a number 
of instances in which they had been 
shamefully abused and deprived of 
lifeeven. By invitation Rev. B. I. 
Ives, of New York, addressed the 
mocting and his speech was of the 
Radical kind. He declared there is 
altogether too much toadyism on the 
part of Northern people in their 

treatment of the South. | 
He said we are undertaking now to 
coax the devil out of the miserable 
whelps down South, when nothing 
but strychnine and cannon ought to 
be used. He rather agreed with 
Phil Sheridan’s declaration during 
the war, ‘‘that if he had owned hel] 
and Texas he would leas out Texas 
and liveinthe other place.’ Mr. 
Eves administered a castigation to 
the church, declarlIng that there is 
not a paper in the Methodist church 
that dares discuss the civil rights 
bill, and ask that it beenforced. He 
said he believed the meanest rascals 
in the South are inthe Methodist 
chureh South. He declared himself

he said he believed the more he 
hated the rebels of the South the 
more he loved God. 

He declared he believed that the 
spirit now rampant in the South has 
got to be crushed out by anothef war, 
and he longed forthe appearance of 
some colored man able to become a 
leader among his people, wielding 
the sword and torch. He said the 
bishops ought tocome out publicly 
and declare the whole truth about the 
treatment of the colored people in 
the South, but he didn’t believe they 
would. If they did, he knew they 
eouldn’t return to the South, for if 
they did they would be hung ; but he 
intimated tiiat it was ho worse to 
hang a bishop than a minister, but 
he suggested if it was done it might 
wake up the people quicker than 
anything else. 

He thought the bishops were too 
tender hearted and they reminded 
him of the man who wanted to cut 
off his dog’s tail but he was too ten- 
der hearted to cut it off where it 
ought to be, so he cut off an inch at 
atime. The speech of Mr. Ives was 
received with frequent demonstra- 
tions of approval; some of his most 
Radical utterances exciting consid- 
gg applause, mingled with laugh-

Wheat and Provisions. 

The situation in wheat is a very 
awkward one to guess at. Prices here 
are fully ten cents per bushel higher 
than the point at which shipments 
can be made tothe seaboard, while 
they are yet so low here that the 
farmers cannot realize enough to pay 
them the cost of growing it. Not- 
withstanding this fact, the British 
markets, which are already low as 
compared with New York, are tumb- 
ling ata rate which is fearful for the 
producer to contemplate, however 
agreeable it may be to the consumers. 
Of course New York is following 
suit, and the West is left in the con- 
dition of aman who ean barely find 
ninarket for a part of his goods, even 
though he be willing to aceept star- 
vation prices therefor. 

Proyisions are an equal enigma, 
‘They are selling at very high prices 
as Compared with the average of for- 
ner years, While yet the packers say 
that they cannot make them at pres- 
ent prices without a reduction in the 
cost of hogs. But,when they hold off 
at the stock-yards and force a slight 
decline, the market for provisions 
generally moves downward to about 
the same extent, and the situation 
remains as before. It is remarkable, 
too, that though prices are so high 
that European buyers say they can- 
not afford to take hold, yet the ship- 
ments of provisions from seaboard 
ports during last week show that the 
stuffis going forward in considerable 
volumn. At present the packers and 
hog owners are in battle array, and 
the struggle may bea hard one before 
either side gives imn.—Chicago Tri- 
bune, 19th.

A PECULIAR RAILWAY COLLI- 
SION.—An eye witness gives the fol- 
lowing account of a fearfully won- 
derful railroad accident that occurred 
last Thursday night at Fulton, Ky., 
the junction of the Memphis and 
Paducah and New Orleans, St. Louis, 
and Chicago Railroad, The night 
passenger train came in on scant time, 
and the engineer, wishing to take 
water, cut loose from the train and 
proceeded rapidly to the tank beyond 
the crossing, which was hidden from 
view by asharp curve. Turning the 
curve the engineer discovered that 
the crossing was obstructed by a box 
car loaded with molasses. Too late

In an instant the 
gine leaped with the velocity of the 
winds and dashed through the car, 
splintering it toatoms and raining 
molasses for many yards around.
